in the "-round to a depth of two or three 
•feet is a longer roller of wood,. perhaps

yards in length, supported at either end 
ibv iron rods and movable at pleasure; 
•upon this .shaft the vug is rolled as the

and extending to the beams above are 
•the close, strong threads of the wary,

part to keep tlie dozen ' or more men 
before him busy, for not a thread is 
woven but at his.direction or verbal or- 
der, as calling each workman by name 
and notin"- his position, he orders the 
number and color of the yarns to be. used, 
as he traces them upon the pattern at 
his feet. 
The workman in the rear 


seizes the end of. the yarn called, weaves 
the number . ordered, the substance is 
driven home'bv an iron comb, the rough 
edn-es clippod'and the rug.rolls, on to 
completion, every thread.of wool and. 
every stitch by hand. 


The western demand has so vastly 


increased as to treble the production, 
within the past four or five years, ana; 
there .are now many thousands of people, 
men women and children, engaged in 
tho manufacture of rugs alone:av this 
centre. Yet, when the slow progress of 
hand work is considered, and the. tact 
that an ordinary .drawing-room rug is 
the result of the united labor of three or 
four men for perhaps a week or more,., 
the product is -not. alarming, nor is the- 
cost of skilled labor, which commands 
in this particular branch from ' live to 
twenty cents per clay.

The extensive demand'f or 'eastern-rags 


arrested the attention of the Indian Gov- 
ernment some years since and suggested 
the expediency' of profitably utilizing 
the convict labor and establishing the in- 
dustry in the Central' and1 Presidency 
jails.
